REPORTED AS SIXTY.

EW YORK, June 17.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Up to 2 o'clock this 
morning, 559 bodies have been 
recovered from the General Slocum 
and the waters adjoining. Pastor 
Haas of the German Evangelical Lu- 
theran Church reports all but sixty 
accounted for. The inquiries have 
been rigid, and all hope for the maine 
ing has been abandoned. 

Dock Department Diver John Riee, 
who has been making an inspection 
of the wreck, made the startling an- 
nouncement today that scores of bod- 
les were packed in the paddlebox on 
the side of the boat resting on the 
bottom of the bay. These, he says, 
cannot be released until the vessel 
has been raised. A number of bodies 
were also found jammed around the. 
machinery where the main ddck fell 
in. The vessel's hull is to be raised 
at the expense of the city. Rigid in- 
quiries have been begun by the Fed- 
eral, State and municipal authorities. 
The statement has been officially 
given out that those found responsi- 
ble for the disaster will be dealt with 
without mercy. 

A striking feature of the tragedy 
is the great amount of jewelry foun 
on the bodies.

VAFANGOW FIELD.

“The stern, dogged fighting at the 
battle of Vafangow was like another 
Borodino. ‘The roar of the machine

“The enemy's advance originally in- 
cluded the Fifth, Eighth and Bleventh 
Divisions, twelve squadrons of cavalry 
and splendid artillery. About two 
hundred guns were belching à con- 
tinuous stream of shot and shell. 
Large reinforcements enabled them to 
turn the Russian flanks. A diversion 
on the right precipitated the battle on 
the morning of June 15. | 
-“Maj-Gen. Gerngross, who was 
wounded, commanded the left flank, 
and Gen. Loutchkovsky commanded 
the center, including four battalions 
concealed in a small wood, whence 
they dealt death and destruction on 
the enemy. The Russian right was 
protected by Cossacks, dragoons and 
Siberian rifles. 

“While these big guns were thunder- 
ing, I made my way, at about 11 Am., 
to the Russian right flank and climbed 
a hill, whence | could view the whole 
field of battle. Behind me a battery 
had taxen up a position from which 
it kept up a continuous fire upon the 
of the enemy. 
Through glasses I could see the sandy 
valley of the Tassa, with the Chinese 
village of Vafan. The heights of 
Foo¢chou, the railway bridge and the 
surrounding cops were occupied by 
Japanese infantry. Then, black lines 
of infantry like threads, could be seen 
creeping through the verdure. Near 
er, the slope of a hill was dotted by the 
gray shirts of the Russian riflemen. A 
brownish smoke overhung some of the 
batteries, and others showed flashes 
of flames. The crackle of rifle fire was 
punctuated by the roar of guns. Oc-

“The fighting was glorious. For 


two days the Russian regiments val 
orously maintained their positions, 
and took the offensive on the left, so 
pressing the enemy there that a cou- 
ple of Japanese batteries fell into 
the Cossacks’ hands. The Russian 
soldiers wont into battle singing, 
their spirits not affected by the fierce 
heat and furious cannonading, whose 
intensity may be gauged from the in- 
fluence it had on the atmospheric con- 
ditions. Raindrops fell like tears at 
the height of battle, although the day 
dawned clear. 


VALLEY FULL OF CORPSES. 

“Many Russians have falien, but a 
greater number of Japanese were 
killed. The Russian shells and bul- 
lets moved them down like wheat. 
The whole valley was bestrewn with 
the corpses, and the River Tassa ran 
red. But it was with Japanese, more 
than with Russian blood. 

“I left on the last train with Gen. 
Stakelberg. This train collided with 
the one preceding it near Vantsailin, 
but it was not damaged. When pass- 
ing Kaichow, we saw three Japanese 
crulsers. The tailroad north was oc- 
cupied by Russian troops. The Rus- 
sians say that the Japanese cannot 
advance much further north, even 
when they recover from the efferts 
of the batile of Vafangow.”

Sixty-five Thousand Dollars 
Reported as Taken. 


Passengers Experience Ww ild 
Night in Montana. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 

BEAR MOUTH (Mont.) June 17.— 
At 11 o'clock last night two masked 
men held up the North Coast Limited 
Northern Pacific passenger train, east 
bound, about a mile and a half east 
of this station. After bringing tlfe 
train to a stop they dynamited the 
express car, blew open the safe and 
secured all of its contents. The 
amount secured is not known, but it 
is believed to be large. After blowing 
out the rear lights of the train the 
two men disappeared and have not 
been seen since. 

The hold-up was similar to the one 
which. occurred two years ago in near- 
ly the same spot and in which Engi- 
neer O'Neill lost his life. The hold- 
ups boarded the tender of the engine 
at the water tank at Bear Mouth and 
after having remained quiet until the 
train had gone a mile and a half, they 
crawled up over the coal and covered 
Engineer Wade and Fireman Reed 
with their guns and told them to 
throw up their hands. Engineer Wade 
was then commanded to bring his 
train to a standstill and he immed- 
iately complied. 

The engineer and fireman were or- 
dered from their engine and with the 
hold-ups went back to the express car. 
Before making an effort to gain an 
entrance they forced the engineer to 
light a cigar. The express messenger 
was commanded to open the door, but 
refused, The engineer was next con 
manded to light a stick of dynamite, 
of which expiosive they had a iarge 
quantity. He pluced the lighted stick 
against the car door. The force of 
the explosion completely wrecked the 
door, aud the engineer and fireman 
weer compelled to preceed the hold- 
ups into the car, 

Once admission was gained. the 
hold-ups directed their attention to the 
strong box. Five sticks of dynamite 
were placed on top of the safe and 
imnited. The force of the charge was 
insignificant and another and larger 
cap was used. The second charge ex- 
ploded with terrific force, blowing out 
the side of the car and throwing the | 
safe a distance of forty feet. After 
rifiime the safe of its valuables, the 
robbers commanded the train crew to 
remain quiet and no harm would be 
done them. While ye 
was going on, one of the robbers ac- 
eidentally struck the engineer with his 
revolver, and, in apologizing for it, 
called him by name, indicating a pos- 
sibility that he may be a _ railroad 
man. 

The party then left the express car 
and the captives were ordered back 
to the engine, being covered with guns 
until they had obeyed. The men then 
passed to the rear of the train, and, 
after putting out both the rear lights, 
disappeared in the darkness. Mean- 
while, the passengers were terror 
stricken and had crawled under every 
place which offered concealment. 

POSSE IN PURSUIT. 

The rear brakeman, the moment he 
realized what had happened, slipped off 
the rear of the train and ran back to 
Bear Mouth, where communication was 
had with the superintendent and with 
the Sheriff's office in Missoula. A posse 
was immediately summoned, and at 
12:40 o'clock | engine, a car of horses 
and Superintendent Palmer's private 
car were or the way to the scene, ar- 
riving at 2 o'clock. e posse consisted 
ot Sheriff Thompson, Under Sheriff 
Sterling. George Saunders, Ed Larson, 
Chick White, James McCaffrey. Jame- 
Tabor, William Carter and others. The 
bloodhounds at Deer Lodge Prison also 
were soon on the trail. 

There are four of the hold-ups alto- 
gether. Four men had been in Bear 
Mouth for the past two or three days, 
and. it is said, have been laying in a 
large supply of groceries, especially 
canned goods. The theory is that they 
have a rendezvous not far from the 
scene of the hold-up. 

A light engine from Drummond, bear- 
ing eight deputies, was immediately 
started, and it is thought that the men 


cannot escane. Deputies Watson ana 
Murray are on their way fro sous 
up the Hell Gate Canon tc Kit en- 
cape in that direction. „„ two 
officers, Tabor and Saunen were let 
of the train at McCarthy's Bridge 
to head off escape there. It 
is learned that the railroad 


ple were expecting the hold-up 
1 the past two days, but looked for it 
on the Philipsburg branch. 

Two boys, Ralph Daly and Al Hor- 
ton. were stealing a ride on the blind 
baggage, and both say they can iden- 
tify the men. Superintendent Palmer 
is cojverating with Sheriff Thompson 
in planning the pursuit, and early this 
morning started out on a hunt for the 
two desperadoes. Daly, one of the blind- 
baggage passengers got down as soon 
as possibie after the safe was robbed, 
looking for loose money. All he could 
nud was a stack of worthless money 
orders, which he turned over to Su- 
perintendent Palmer. 

The train was in charge of Conductor 
Grant. The express car was brougnt 
to Bear Mouth. It was literally biown 
to pieces. 

DOGS TAKE SCENT. 

Alt 3:65 o'clock this morning, the 
special train from Deer Lodge, with 
Sheriff Barnde’s posse and four blood- 
hounds arrived at the scene of the nold- 
up. The dogs immediately took the 
scent and followed it three miles west 
of Bear Mouth. making a wide detour 
in passing Bear Mouth. At this point 
hoof prints of two horses were found 
which led southerly into. the Rock 
Creek country. The dogs were sent 
back and the officers in various com- 
munities which flanked the distance 
were notified. These officers immedt- 
ately organized additional posses, and 
it is believed that s!x or eight different 
bodies of men are closing In from va- 
rious directions. 

From the deecription gained, the offi- 
cers believe they recognize the bandits 
and the direction taken by them con- 
firmed them in their theory. The trail, 
if pursued any distance, cannot avoid 
a well-settled community, although it 
leads to a rough mountainous country. 

The amount of booty secured is ab- 
solutely unknown, the messenger 
having no record of the contents of 
the strong box, and all way bills were 
carried off by the robbers. “The rall- 
way company has offered a reward 
of $2000, dead or alive, for each of 
the train robbers and the State has 
added $500 to this.

NEW LIGHT ON ROBBERY.

BUTTE (Mont.) June 17.--A_ Butte 
man named Annaweldt who was a 
passenger on the North Coast Limited, 
throws new light on the robbery. He 
declares that While two men did the 
actual work, they had confederates 

in the woods, down the track. 
After the safe had been blown up 
and the booty secure the two rob- 
bers rushed the engineer and fre- 
man down the track away from the 
engine. Annaweldt followed unnoticed. 
When the robbers had gone 150 yards 
they stopped and yelled It's us with 
the fireman and engineer—don't 
shoot!" Voices from the woods yelled 


“All right, come ont’ Then Anna- 
weldt heard the tramp of hoofs, as 
if a party of men were mounting 


horses. The robbers commanded the 
engineer and fireman to stay where 
they were and entered the woods. 
Later, Annaweldt heard them ride 
away. He says from the sound there 
must have been seven or eight men. 
It is the belief here that the rob- 
bery is the work of the famous “Dutch 
Henry” gang, whicn is the remnant 
ot the band of desperadoes once head- 
ed by Kid Cufry.

DYING DECLARATION.

Wnat may be regarded as Gen. 
Bobrikoff's dying declaration concern- 
ing the conditions in Finland is con- 
tained in an interesting statement 
made to M. Belaieff, a Russian literary 
man, who has just completed a tour of 
the country and who had a long talk 
with the late Governor-General re- 
centiy. Bobrikoff regarded the present 
situation very auspiciously, expressing 
satisfaction. The Finns, he said, ther- 
oughly understood the state of affairs 
and were manifesting correct relations 
toward the Russian adiministr: ition. He 
ontinued: 

. “The trouble is all with the Swedes. 
Swedomania is still a very strong 
propaganda and is pushed in the most 
underhanded and disreputable fashion. 
In order to poison the people's mind., 
tes lamations are © showered from 

Sweden. We seize what we can, but 
they form a regular hydra; wherever 
one head is chopped off another 
grows. My sympathies are on the side 
of the ol inns, who form seven- 
eighths of the population. I believe in 
them. The majority of the Senate is 
composed of old Finns. I selected 
them. 1 prefer them to the Swedes, 
hence the hostility of the latter.

They rejoice at the Jap- 
anese #ctories and put on wy faces 
over our successes. There is no deny- 
ing that it is difficult for us, espe- 
clally in regard to our frontiers. Con- 
cessions are necessary, but at the same 
time they are not advisable yet. The 
Finns’ attitude toward Russia is out- 
wardly correct. They have freely sub- 


scribed to the war funds. The Swedes, 
of course, tried to organize hostile 
demonstrations, but we kept them 


down. The streets of Helsingfors are 
quiet, but no one knows what goes on 
in the houses.’ * Bobrikoff's part- 
ing words to M Irafieff were: “I 
hope to see you back alive.“ 

M. Relrafieff, speaking of the result

his official family, declined an escort. 
A few months later this warning was 
repeated, and Bobrikoff thereafter was 
attended by a small guard and a num- 
ber of secret service men, except within 
the state building, the guard having 
been refused permission to furnish 
protection for the Governor there. 
There was a considerable crowd of 
curious persons outside the Governor's 
palace throughout the day, but there 
was no manifestation either of exulta- 
tion or of sorrow. The police kept the 


crowd moving. 

Gen. Bobrikoff's body will be con- 
veyed to Bt. June 19, for 
burial. It appedrs that he never had a 
chance to survive. The surgeons had 
only the slenderest hope from the op- 
eration Which they performed, and they 
realized that death was almost inevi- 
table. During the operation the pulse 
altogether ceased more than once. The 
injuries inflicted were so terrible as to 
indicate that the bullet was of an ex- 
plosive nature. The body reposes in 
the room in the Governor's palace at- 
tired in a military uniform. Gen. Rob 
rikoff will be buried next Monday in 
the family vault at Sergivi, near St. 
Petersburg. 

It is said that Schaumann's father, 
who was a member of the Senate, re- 
tired from public life because he was 
opposed to Finland becoming an

Anden, vice-president of the 
Senate, who witnessed the shooting, 
furnished the Associated Press with 
the following account: 

“Schaumann, reached the building a 
few minutes before Gov. Bobrik 
greeted a messenger and did not be- 
tray any unusual emotion. He as- 
cended to the third floor and was seen 
peering over the railing. No attention 
was paid to his actions, as it was 
quite usual for sightseers. to thus get 
a peep at the Governor General. Bob- 
rikoff, in full uniform, drove up to 
the Senate, dismiased his aides at the 
door and started upstairs. 

“At the same moment, 
started downstairs and he and the 
Governor reached the second landing 
simultaneously. Schaumann held a re- 
volver concealed in his hands and as 
he passed Bobrikoff, he 
through the body. Gen. Bobrikoff 
walked in the direction of the office 
of the Committee on Justice and 
Schaumann followed firing two more 
shots, one of these striking the Gov- 
ernor in the neck. 

“The murderer then pressed the 
muzzle of the revolver to his heart, 
pulled the trigger, fell unconscious on 
top of the steps and died fifteen min-

When 
the new plant is in operation it !s 
expected that the company will have 
net earnings of not less than $1,000,000 
a year. The present product is about 
twenty-seven tons of copper a day 
from the two old furnaces. The pro- 
duction has been raised to this point 
by the use of sulphides secured from 
the United Globe Company, at a cost 
of from $12,000 to $16,000 a month. De- 
ducting the value of 6 per cent. copper 
in the ore, it has been found that this 
flux costs the Old Dominion Company 
just 75 cents per ton. Indications are 
that the ore in the Gray shaft of the 
company is running into sulphides.

Grounds of His Country Place in Eng- 


land a Reproduction of Cen- 
tral Africa. 7 
[South African:] It is a matter not 


generally. known that the extensive 
grounds belonging to Furze Hill, the 
late Sir H. M. Stanley's country house 
at Pirbright, are laid out in such a 
manner as to form a remarkable itlius- 
tration of the great explorér's discox- 
eries in Central Africa. . 


From a fine sheet of water, which 


is known as Lake Victoria Nyanza, 
there runs a stream which is called 
the Nile, and another termed the Con- 
go, which latter joins the Zambesi. A 
mintature waterfall, constructed in tmi- 
tation of the Victoria Falls, but only 
same five feet in depth, carries out the 
iMusion, and a high mound, with a 
summer house at its crest, represents

The problem they had discussed on 
the way “who shall voll us away the 
stone?” (Mark 16:3) was solved, but 
sadly solved, for them. The open 
sepulcher die apt give them joy, for 
they, at onca, supposed that the sol- 
diers, or other enemies, had removed 
Him and were, in some way, con- 
tinuing to Visit upon the dead the 
insults they had heaped upon the liv- 
ing. From Luke we learn that their 
determined devotion led them into the 
sepuicher and they found two angels 
sitting there. Matthew speaks of only 
one angel. 

(3.) The events preceding. 

Verses 2-4 tell of what 
pened before the women reached 
there and Matthew gives the ezernal 
details of it. There was a local com- 
motion which could be properly de- 
scribed by the term earthquake. The 
explanation of that earthquake is that 
an angel—eame and rolled away the 
stone from the sepulcher. The effect 
of the sound and the sights was to 
stupify the guards, with amazement 
and fear. The angel himself was sit- 
ting as guard and his supernal splen- 
dor shone out. The guards had not 
seen Jesus, as He walked out of the 
tomb, death's victor, that morning. 

(4.) What the angel said: 

Matthew's report of it includes two 
things—the statement that Jesus had 
risen and the command to go and tell 
“His disciples.” He told the news with 
sympathetic tenderncss in a way to 
allay their fears and convince their 
judgments. He disarmed fear both 
by His kindly words fear not,” and 
by His assurance that He appreciated 
their quest. He convinced their judg- 
ment both by showing them the va- 
cant tomb and reminding them that 
this is what He had told them He 
would do, that He had sent a message 
to them and to the rest of the dis- 
ciples. He further confirmed their

in earrying out His plans, by making 
them messengers to the rest. 

The message to His disciples was 
designed to restore their eqvilibrium. 
He would relieve them at once and 
therefore the messengers must go 
quickly.” He would appeal to rea- 
son and memory, and therefore re- 
newed an appointment to meet them 
in Galflee made some time before the 
crucifixion. 


“Seeing Jesus Himself. (Verses 8-10.) 


“8. And they departed quickly from 
the tomb with fear and great joy and 
ran to bring His disciples word.

And behold, Jesus met them, ‘saying,

go tell my brethren that they depart 
into Galilee and there shall they see

Their faith was instant and joyous, 
though not without awe and fear. 
Thetr obedience was prompt, for it 
expressed the love for Him and sym- 
pathy for the distressed condition of 
the disciples. To obey Him and to 
relieve Him was the height of joy. 

The meeting with Jesus or the way 
was the crowning joy of all that morn- 
ing. At this point let us compare the 
accounts of the several writers so as to 
‘met the connected events. They did 
not see Jesus at once. Mary Magda- 
lene had hastened (John xx, 1-10) and 
told Peter and John, who ran ahead of 
her and only saw the empty tomb. She 
came on later and was the first to see 
Jesus. Meanwhile the other women 
may have delayed till she should re- 
turn, for after Jesus appeared to her 
He appeared to them, as we see in this 
lesson. The appearances of Jesus, then, 
are as follows: (1) To Mary Magdalene.

Though their lives were the 
forfeit, they had make some defense 
of their fright; so\they told the story 
of the earthquake, e angels and the 
empty tomb, sparing none of the awful 
details, so as to make out their de- 
tense. Whether they were temple 
guards or Roman soldiers they were 
under Rome's law. but because the rul- 
ers had them placed there and ad 
some strange interest in the man and 
had influence with Pilate the fright- 
ened guards went to them first. 

Note what the priests did. They did 
not I.. vestigate the matter, they cir- 
culated a lie. They called a meeting ot 
their solemn council to formulate a lie: 
they hired men to circulate a lie: they 
put themselves down on à level with 
despised menials in circulating a lle; 
they declared that they had not the 
power to “persuade” Pilate in the same 
way, though it might require a larger 
sum, if he should ever take judicial 
account of their conduct and that the 
guards should free their minds of anx- 
lety about it: they ran the risk of their 
secrets leaking out through the guard- 
man's lips, in some moment of dissipa- 
tion or vindictiveness or fancied secur- 
ity. The story they fabricated was not 
a stroke of genius and only determined 
viciousness on the part of the Jews

Discouragement is as common as 
death. It attacks everybody to a 
greater or lesser degree. More men 
are robbed of their powers, and of 
their peace and joy, by discourage- 
ment than by anything else except 
downright sin. Any help to the con- 
quest of this foe is to be welcomed by 
everybody. 7 


Discouragement is an enemy: get a 
good grip on that truth. Discourage- 
ment would be shunned oftener, and 
fought more vigorously when encoun- 
tered, if its true character were bet- 
ter unders . It is no small thing 
to yield to discouragement, though 
to do so may be natural and easy. 
For discouragement steals strength, 
dimg one’s spiritual vision, and de- 
creases that self-confidence which is 
essential to all success. r-

The poet’s message is a 
truth:

The men who 
mounted high have been those 
have struggled with their difficulties 


— discouragements and» overthrow- 


ng them, have used them as stepping 
stones to greater victories. Paul was 
always battling and always achiev- 
ing. His conquests helped him to rise 
to loftier heights of character and 
vision; and what he was he would 
not have been had he not encoun- 
tered the enemies of fear and faint- 
heartedness that dwelt in his own 
breast. 


What are hills to an ant are un- 
noticed inequalities of the earth to a 
human being. Our own stature has 
not a little to do with the formidable- 
ness of the difficulties we meet. Some 
things that once discouraged us no 
longer affect us because we have 
grown above them. A wide outlook, 
a mature character, and a surer con- 
fidence in our own spiritual muscles 
lead us to disregard entirely many 
former obstacles. In other words, the 
wagon that is hitched to a star 
escapes the joltings of the mud tuts. 


Paul believed himself. By the time 
he had reached some _ ripeness of 
Christian experience he had become 
reasonably well-assured of his own 
powers. This self-confidence in- 
creased his courage. When difficulties 
arose they did not dishearten him, 
but simply called forth a more res- 
olute exercise of his strength. He 
knew that he had work to do and 
that, by divine help, he had fitness 
for his work. Therefore he would not 
let the blue devils of discouragement, 
or any other of the enemy’s legions, 
drive him from the work, which called 
for the employment of his best powers. 


Paul betteved Jesus. His faith in his 
Master was so great that he could not 


believe that the latter would call him 


to a service without seeing him 
through. God's work cannot fail. 
There is no incentive to steadfast, un- 
faltering and hopeful endeavor like the 
belief that one is fulfilling the purposes 
of the Lord. Discouragement, in a 
Christian is“ distrust. He does not 
merely doubt himself; he doubts God. 
So Paul rose above many a discourage- 
ment by remembering that he was the 
Lord's man, and about the Lord's busi- 
ness. 


There is an inward renewing for out- 
ward decaying. Physiologists tell us 
that the human skin is ever wearing 
off, and ever being built up afresh 
from within. This is a parable of what 
is daily going on in the Christian life. 
The disciple may, like Paul, be suffer- 
ing outwardly, and expending strength, 
But the inward man is being renewed 
day by day. Christ within Is greater 
than the world witout. 


An imagination is one of God's ways 
of helping us to fise above discourage- 
ments. Thereby we may carry our- 
selves back into the past, with its 
victories, blessings and providences; 
and into the future, where the trial of 
today will have been forgotten, and 
where God waits to do for us exceeding 
abundantly above all that we can ask 
or think.

SAN FRANCISCO MARKET. 
GRAIN, FRUIT AND PRODUCE 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMDS.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 17.—(Excilusive Dis- 
patch.) The buying interest in deciduous 
fruits was less active today, although weather 
conditions were favorable, and with [ree 
supplies offering, the general market Was easy 
im tone and irregular prices prevailed. Apri- 
cota were most abundant, and while a few 
extra lines in erates brought top quotation, 
free supplies of ordinary-quality sterk were 
available down to inside rates, Peaches 
Gragged slowly at further decline in prices, 
low and irregular quality of arrivals operating 
ugainst- sale, Plums and pears found little 
favor at uneven values, the bulk of receipts 
being culls, and conseqtenty not wanted. 
Fine new apples were in favor, and brought 
top quotation, but cheap sorts were over- 
looked at low prices. Figs arrived freeiy, 
and were offered at a lower range of values. 
Thompson seediess grapes held but little in- 
erest. Only small crates of southern canta- 
upes were availabie, which accounts for the 
sharp cut in quotations. Easier prices were 
quoted for all kinds of berries, excepting 
ooseberries. The general receipts were 
eavy, and with much stock carried over 
from the preceding day, sellers were forced 
to shade values to induce sales, Longworth 
strawberries still ran mostly to low grade 
in quality, and despite lower prices met with 
little favor, and a surplus was left uncared 
for with the close of business. The recent 
hot wave killed off most of the gooseberries, 
and today’s scant arrivals found animated 
market at sharply tmproved values. Cherries 
met with keen demand, dnd avaliable sup- 
plies of fancy loose stock were closely clean- 
ed. up at the hadened rates. Packed lots 
were well cared for at steady rates, and the 
market closed With conditions favorable to 
the selling element. No orange auction was 
held, as there were no arrivals In open 
market, conditions continued tame and fea- 
tureless, and prices were easy as a “rule. 
Other citrus fruits continued as previously 
quoted, with current movement of fairly sat- 
isfactory volume. Supplies of potatoes were 
rather heavy today, and with demand less 
animated the market exhibited an easier tone. 
Prices, however, were without quotable 
variance, although it was with difficulty that 
outside rates were obtained for the best 
lines Onions were as last quoted, supplies 
and demand balancing. The market for mis- 
cellaneous vegetables opened and closed with- 
out developing any noteworthy features and 
price changes were narrow in all instances. 
Fine asparagus was scarce, and extra 
brought slight advance, but common stock 
was abundant and cheap. Tomatoes were in 
heavy supply, but with fair trade in progress 
prevailing prices were quite well maintained. 
Summer squash was offered less freely. and 
sold slightly higher, while suppiles of other 
vegetables equaied requirements, and prices 
maintained with marked steadiness.

It is 221x130 feet, run- 
ning back in wedge shape to a 70- 
foot rear line. On this will be erected 
thirty-eight cages of uniform style, 
10x10 feet, and 9 feet high.

PERNICIOUS ACTIVITY. 

CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION. 

“The pernicious activity circular,” 
as it is called by the deputies at the 
City Hall, was received by all of the 
city's employés under the civil-serv- 
ice regulations yesterday. 

The letter states that the right of 
civil-service employés to hold and to 
privately express political opinions, 
without prejudice to their official 
Standing, is unquestioned. Their right 
to vote at primaries and elections is 
also conceded. 

But taking part in political meet- 
ings, making a cantass for or against 
any particular municipal nominee, 
working at caucuses, primaries, con- 
ventions or elections with a view to in- 
fluencing votes for municipal officers, 
thereby effecting in any manner the in- 
terests of any candidate or ticket: con- 
tributing to or soliciting or collect- 
ing funds for party purposes: using 
prestige of office to fnfluence the votes 
of.~others: or doing anything which 
may cause fll feeling or fricton in any 
department of the city government are 
declared to be pernicious activity.

The financial difficulty in which Os- 
car Lazansky has become involved pre- 


sents nothing exceptional, save for the}. 


action he is said to have taken. For 
a long time he has been well known in 
the business circles of the city, as the 
agent and collector of the San Fran- 
cinco wholesale liquor firm of Hilde- 
brand & Posen. He has resided on 
West Washington street, and has main- 
tained himself in a quiet, but well-to-do 
way. 1 

A short time ago it is stated that 
Lazansky became involved and wrote 
to his firm at San Francisco telling 
them that he was all tangled up in his 


accounts. That intimation brought 
one of the principals of the 
firm to this city in all haste, 


and he made his presence felt by at- 
taching Lazansky’s home and prop- 
erty, worth about $4500. Since that 
time investigations have been quietly 
going on, and yesterday Mr. Hildebrand 
swore out a complaint before Justice 
Young charging his agent and employé 
with having embezzled $102.35 on Feb- 
ruary 3 last. This is accepted as an 
indication that the attachment levied 
a little while ago has not been deemed 
sufficient to cover the shortage, what- 
ever it may vrove to be, and that crim- 
inal proceedings are to begun 
against the alleged defaulting agent of 
the wholesale firm.

MANSFIELD HEIRS WIN. 
THE WILL STANDS INVALID. 
The children of the late Mrs. Mary 
B. Mansfield won a victory yesterday 
in that by a unanimous verdict--in it- 
self an exceptional circumstance—the 


jury in Judge Wilbur's court found for- 


them as against the Memphis Trust 
Company, trustee under their mother’s 
will. 

In other words, the jury found by 
their verdict that Mrs. Mansfield was 
not of sound mind when she made the 
undated bill, or when she added the 
codicil on December 11. 1901; and that 
the will was procured through the un- 
— influence of Miss Anna Mans- 
eld. 

At first glance the fact that the 
children of the deceased sought to 
break their mother’s will might seem 
to place them in an attitude of un- 
filial regard toward her and her mem- 
ory. But the circumstances are alto- 
gether peculiar, as was fully shown 
during the trial. Mrs. Mansfield pro- 
vided in her will that the Memphis 
Trust Company should have a free and 
unfettered right tc do what seemed 
to it proper with the estate, be held 
to account by nobody, and do all of this 
without any bond for a full and 
true performance. Trust companies 
are not infallible nor endowed with 
power for indefinite self-perpetuation, 
and if the Mansfield estate should have 
been frittered away there would have 
been no way of reaching the trust 
company. That reason alone, if no 
other existed, was warrant for the 
children in contesting the will of 
their mother. bas 

The Mansfield family is an old South- 
ern one, Dr. Mansfield having amassed 
a fortune in the drug business at Mem- 
phis, Tenn. About fourteen years ago 
he and his wife and Miss Anna came 
to this city where they made their 
home. In 1900 Dr. Manfield died, and 
his widow followed two years later. 
Then came the difficulty over the wil).

company and Anderson & Anderson of 
this city and Gen. J. B. Miller of New 
Orleans, representing the heirs.

These seem to sound the depths of 
crime. 

Yet Moyer was chosen to lead and 
direct the Western Federation of 
Miners—and that organization, in the 
face of the Independence assassina- 
tion, retains Moyer ‘and Secretary 
Haywood and other associates in 
Office. \ 

These facts are in\themselves suf- 
ficiently eloquent to require no com- 
ment. 


ISEASE IN STREET DUST. 
The statement was recently made 
by Commissioner Woodbury of the New 
York Street Cleaning Department, tuat 
five years’ work as a street cleaner 
in that city resulted in making the 


average person so working a consump- . 


tive. This is the more significant 
when the fact is taken into. account 
that every member of the street 
cleaning force in New York is required 
to pass a physical examination before 
admission into the service, which would 
virtually assure the employment of 
physically sound men for the work. 
The natural presumption would be that 
as the work must be performed out of 
doors, it would prove exceptionally 
healthful. Such, it appears, is the 
case in European cities, where the 


| street sweepers are said to show a 


smaller percentage of mortality from 
tuberculosis than any other class of 
laboring men. 

In view of these facts, the question 
as to what caused the heavy mortality 
among street cleaners in New York is 
a pertirent one. The New York Medi- 
cal Journal, discussing this quéstion, 


“To the close observer. it is not dif- 
cult to find an explanation. In well 
regulated European cities the streets 
are frequently sprinkled before they 
are swept; here the sweeping is almost 
invariably done dry. Now, it is not 
the tubercle bactilus alone which ren- 
ders our street cleaners consumptive, 
but it is the constant inhalation of all 
kinds of dust and the consequent irri- 
tation of the pulmonary surfaces, 
which make the invasion of the germ 
of tuberculosis more easy. The 
sweeping of streets in a dry state 
should be considered as a crime 
against our fellowmen. It is not the 
air, but the dust in the air, which ren- 
ders New York such a dangerous place. 
particularly in summer, to people pre- 
disposed to pulmonary troubles. 
While, as a natural consequence of 
being in closer proximity to the dust. 
the street cleaners are the first to 
suffer, the citizens at large who are 
obliged to remain in New York dur- 


ing the summer months suffer also to 


a considerable degree.“ 

The faulty methods in vogue in 
New York are also employed in other 
American cities. There ie no doubt 
that tuberculosis and -other diseases 
afe thereby disseminated to a much 
greater extent than has heretofore 
been supposed. The obvious remedy 
lies in the employment of §street- 


sweeping devices designed to do the 


work thoroughly and to atir up as lit- 
tle dust as possible. It is claimed 
that in European cities the use of 


machines for cleansing the streets is 
much more general than in the United 
States, which perhaps accounts in part 
for the fact of the comparatively low 
mortality among those engaged in the 
work. 

Untila comparatively recent date 
the street sweeping machines used in 
Los Angeles were of a crude and anti- 
quated pattern, and-they raised great 
clouds of dust, even when the streets 
had been sprinkled beforehand. This 
nuisance has been abated almost en- 
tirely, by the new street cleaning ma- 
chines now in use, which suck up the 
dust and refuse, depositing the same 
in a large closed receptacle carried by 
the machine for the purpose. These 
machines have proved very -satisfac- 
tory, doing their work well and rais- 
ing out little dust as they pass. They 
operate on the right principle, and 
have proved an excellent investment 
for the city, from a sanitary as well 
as from a utilitarian point of view. 


ISERY IN LARGE CITIES. 

A remarkable story of suicide 
came from New York a few days ago. 
On one day, up to 7 o’clock, no less 
than fifteen cases of self-destruction 
had been reported to the police, 
mostly of unfortunates out of em- 
pleyment and despondent. A 
well-known commercial traveler 
weighted his body with stones snd 
jumped into the river. Two un- 
known men cast themselves over 
Brooklyn bridge, and were seen no 
more. A watchman tied his own 
hands behind him, and was later 
found floating in East River. A 
sixteen-yearold school girl brooded 
over her mother's scolding for stay- 
ing out too late, and died from the 
effects of carbolie acid. Another 
girl drank carbolic acid, because her 
report from school wasn't good. A 
sailor, formerly an. elevated rail- 
road employé, who had been dis- 
charged because he was past the age 
of usefulness, evidently determined to 
make a sure job of it, so he drank 
carbolic acid, cut his throat with a 
butcher knife and stabbed himself 
twice over the heart. Most of the 
others took the painful carbolic acid 
route, and were generally discour- 
aged by hunger, friendlessness and 
hopelessness. 

How can we explain this mas of 
misery that these rash acts indicate? 
To some extent, we may say that it 
is due to the high pressure under 
which we Americans live nowadays, 
from the top to the bottom of the 
social scale, endeavoring to crow 
into a day the work and pleasure of 
a week. Then, again, the overcrowd- 
ing of our large cittes, and the conse- 
quent fearful struggle for existence 
that such overcrowding involves, is 
doubtless a prime cause of the misery 
that drives despondent inhabitants of 
those cities to take their own lives. 

Here is undoubtedly a chance for 
broad-minded practical philanthropy, 
in aiding poor people to get away 
from the unhealthy tenement dis- 
tricts of cities to the open country, 
where they may, by industry, render 
themselves independent, and open a 
future for their children, who now 
have little but want and misery to 
look forward to. Such work will be 


ofthe National Irrigation Act, creat- 
ing thousands of homes for the 
homeless. Such work must neces- 
sarily be undertakén with great care 
and circumspection. It is not by any 
means every city dweller who is able 
or willing to cultivate the soil. Can- 
ada has discovered this, and there Is 
in that country a revulsion against 
the indiscriminate shipment of immi- 
grants from England. On the other 
hand, the Salvation Army, in Eng- 
land, is doing good work by carefully 
selecting needy people and sending 
them to an intermediate farming es 
tabidament near London, where they 
are tested for a year or so, before be- 
ing shipped to one of the colonies. 
Some such plan as this might be 
tried in the large cities of the United 
States. It would be well if some of 
our millionaires, who are constantly 
giving fortunes to universities, would 
turn a little of the golden stream in 
this direction.

Modern Mexico has often had occa- 
sion to call attention to the fact that, 
though fuel is very scarce in Mexico, 
still the country is supplied with an 
abundance of power for the movement 
of prime motors. We refer, of course, 
to water power. The construétian of 
electric plants for the purpose of fur- 
nishing light and power has hard'y 
begun in 1 to the demand and 
the water power available. 

Mexico, -which undoubtedly stands 
in much greater need of electric powe 
than either France or Switzerland, on 
account of the higher price of fuel, fs 
supplied with an almost . unlimited 
amount of hydraulic force. In the cen- 
tral mega of the republic, which ave:- 

6000 feet above sea level. 
great number of rivers and streams, the 
Balsas, Lerma, Tamesi and Panuco be- 
ing but a few of the more importar’. 
While no accurate estimate has bee. 
made of the available water power, it 
is probable that at least 15,000,000 hors 
power are running to waste at the 
height of the dry season. Less than 
one-half of 1 per cent. of this amount, 
or say 75, s being utilized for mo- 
tive power, 2 that used direct- 
ly by flour mills, cotton mills located 
directly at the falls and absorbed by 
electric plants for transmissior to dis- 
tant points.. In the City of Mexico, un- 
der present conditions it probably 
costs at least $190 a year, Mexican 
money, per horse power, to produce 
power from steam, and even in the 
most favored districts, where fuel is 
cheap, it will reach $125.—[{Modern
